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We conceived and reduced the invention to practice in the Mucosal Immunity Section of 
the Laboratory for Clinical Investigation of the National Institute for Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases of the National Institutes of Health, USA, as shown in Exhibits A-B, attached. 

Specifically, Exhibit A is an abstract that was submitted to the American Association of 
Immunology prior to February 7, 1997 . This abstract describes experiments conducted in our 
laboratories and data from these studies which demonstrate the downregulation of IL-12 
production by administration of a ligand of CR3 in an animal model of septic shock. 

Exhibit B is a three-page set from the laboratory notebook of Dr. Ivan Fuss that describes 
data from experiments conducted in our laboratories prior to February 7, 1997 which 
demonstrate the downregulation of IL-12 production by administration of a ligand of CR3 in an 
animal model of autoimmune disease.
